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DEFINITIONS 


Covered  Employer  (by  Unemployment  Insurance  Laws) 

To  be  a  covered  employer,  an  employer  must  meet  one  or  more 
of  the  following  criteria: 

-  have  an  annual  payroll  which  exceeds  $1,000  in  a 
calendar  year 

-  acquire  all  or  a  substantial  portion  of  a  covered 
business  or 

-  be  subject  to  FUTA 

If  the  employer  is  an  agricultural  entity,  the  employer  must 
pay  total  cash  wages  of  $20,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  quarter 
or  employ  10  or  more  workers  in  20  different  weeks  in  a 
calendar  year  to  be  covered. 

A  domestic  employer  who  pays  total  cash  wages  of  $1,000  or 
more  in  a  calendar  quarter  is  a  covered  employer. 

In  addition,  if  the  agricultural  or  domestic  employer  has 

another  business  which  is  covered,   its  agricultural  or 

domestic  employees  must  also  be  reported,  regardless  of  the 
amount  of  wages  paid  or  number  of  employees. 

Covered  Employment 

Covered  employment  includes  all  services  performed  for  wages 
or  under  contract,  unless  specifically  excluded  by  law. 
Some  common  exclusions  from  covered  employment  are: 

-  individuals  in  the  employ  of  son,  daughter  or  spouse 

-  children  under  21  employed  by  parent  (or  partnership 
of  parents) 

-  real  estate,  insurance  and  securities  salespeople  paid 
solely  by  commission  and  without  guaranteed  earnings 

-  fulltime  students  working  in  a  program  taken  for 
credit 

-  inmates  working  for  a  state  correction  or  custodial 
institution 

-  elected  public  officials 

-  railroad  employees 

-  church  employees 

-  children  under  18  delivering  and  distributing 
newspapers  or  shopping  news  from  house  to  house  and 
business  establishments 

-  physically  or  mentally  impaired  individuals  working 
in  a  rehabilitation  facility 


standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC) 

Each  business  is  assigned  a  SIC  code  that  describes  the 
business  based  upon  its  nature-of-business  in  accordance  with 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  1972  and  1987 
editions. 

Employment 

Annual  average  employment  is  the  average  number  of  monthly 
workers  covered  under  the  Montana  unemployment  insurance 
laws  who  earned  wages  from  a  reporting  unit  during  the  pay 
period  that  includes  the  12th  day  of  the  month. 

Disclosure  Restrictions 

Publication  of  employment  and  wage  data  is  withheld  for  any 
industry  level  which  consists  of  fewer  than  three  reporting 
units  or  in  which  a  single  establishment  accounts  for  80 
percent  or  more  of  the  industry's  employment. 

Civilian  Labor  Force 

The  number  of  persons  16  years  and  older,  defined  as  employed 
or  unemployed,  excluding  members  of  the  armed  forces. 

Employed 

Those  persons  who  work  for  pay  or  profit  during  a  week  or,  as 
unpaid  family  workers,  work  15  hours  or  more  during  a  week. 
Also  included  as  employed  are  those  who,  although  not  working, 
had  some  job  attachment  and  were  not  looking  for  work.  This 
includes  persons  temporarily  absent  from  a  job  due  to  illness, 
bad  weather,  vacation  or  labor  dispute,  whether  or  not  they 
were  in  pay  status  during  their  time  off. 

Unemployed 

Those  persons  who,  for  an  entire  week,  did  not  work  at  all, 
but  were  able  to  work  and  available  for  work,  and  (1)  were 
looking  for  work  or  (2)  would  have  looked  for  work  except  that 
(a)  they  were  waiting  to  return  to  a  job  from  which  they  had 
been  laid  off,  or  (b)  they  were  waiting  to  report  to  a  new 
wage  and  salary  job  scheduled  to  start  within  the  following 
30  days  (and  were  not  in  school  during  the  week) . 

Unemployment  Rate 

The  number  of  unemployed  expressed  as  a  percent  of  the 
civilian  labor  force. 

Real  Wages 

Current  year  wages  which  have  been  adjusted  for  inflation  to 
a  base  year  standard  (1982  for  this  publication)  to  be  used 
for  accurate  comparison  between  years.  The  GNP  implicit 
price  deflator  was  the  index  used  for  adjustment. 
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TRENDS  OF  ANNUAL  AVERAGE  EMPLOYMENT  AND  REAL  WAGES** ( 1976-1988 ) 

GRANITE  COUNTY 

ALL  INDUSTRIES 
Government  employment  in  the  county  dropped  slightly  in  1978  and 
1979,  otherwise  it  has  remained  stable  at  a  combined  level  of  240 
employees.   Private  industry  employment  has  increased  over  the 
review  period,  overcoming  losses  in  1979  and  1985  (these  followed 
sharp  employment  increases  by  Manufacturing,  Wholesale  and  Retail 
in  1978;  and  Mining  and  Construction  gains  in  1984).   Private 
employment  of  about  300  in  1976  had  increased  to  442  by  1988.  With 
Government  employment  remaining  stable,  total  employment  in  the 
county  parallels  private  industry.  Over  the  review  period.  Granite 
County  increased  total  employment  by  2  6%  or  141  employees. 

AGRICULTURE,  FORESTRY  &  FISHING 
This  industry  had  little  activity  in  Granite  County  until  1980  (4 
employees).   From  1982-1984,  this  industry's  employment  held  at 
about  12  before  its  steady  decline  to  3  employees  in  1988.   With 
this  employment  level,  the  industry  ranked  12th  or  last  in  annual 
average  employment  in  the  county.   Annual  average  wages,  in  1988, 
were  $7,060  (ranked  11th),  which  equates  to  $6,801  in  real  annual 
average  wages  (adjusted  for  annual  inflation  and  based  on  the  1982 
dollar  value) .   Real  wages  peaked  in  this  industry  in  1980 
($16,000)  and  with  the  exception  of  1985,  have  declined  each  year, 
thereafter. 


MINING 
Employment  by  Granite  County  mining  establishments  increased  every 
year  from  1976  (46  employees)  through  1984  (95  employees) ,   The 
industry  lost  about  half  its  employment  in  1985,  as  market  demand 
and  price  for  silver  dropped,  the  employment  level  fell  to  54.   In 
1986,  the  market  did  not  improve  and  employment  by  mining  averaged 
51  employees.   In  1987,  the  mining  industry  increased  employment 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  year.   Employment  held  much  the  same  for 
1988  and  the  industry  ranked  4th  in  annual  average  employment  (69) 
and  4th  in  annual  average  wages  ($21,229).   Real  annual  average 
wages  for  1988  were  $17,442.   Real  wages  ($16,814  in  1976)  climbed 
with  the  industry's  employment  and  peaked  in  1983  at  $27,489, 
staying  above  $25,000  for  the  next  two  years.   The  silver  market 
remained  low  and  real  wages  fell  from  1986-1988. 

CONSTRUCTION 
From  1976-1983,  the  Construction  industry  averaged  6  employees  in 
Granite  County.  In  1984,  heavy  construction  projects  in  the  county 
increased  employment  to  20.   The  projects  were  completed  in  the 
same  year  and  from  1985-1988,  the  industry  averaged  9  employees. 
In  1988,  the  Construction  industry  employed  11  (ranked  10th  in 
annual  average  employment)  and  had  annual  average  wages  of  $30,957 
(ranked  1st  in  wages).   Real  wages  in  1988  were  $25,434,  the 
highest  construction  wage  in  the  13  year  period  reviewed.   Real 
annual  wages  from  1976  through  1981  averaged  $8,202  per  year. 
From  1982  through  1988,  real  annual  wages  have  averaged  $17,199  per 

year,  including  1986  when  real  wages  dipped  to  $10,230. 
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MANUFACTURING 
Manufacturing  employment  in  Granite  County  generally  declined  in 
the  late  1970 's  and  early  1980 's.  The  industry  employed  96  in  1978 
but  had  fallen  to  35  employees  by  1982  with  the  majority  of  the 
employment  loss  in  lumber  production.   From  1982  through  1988, 
Manufacturing  more  than  compensated  its  losses.   In  1986,  the 
industry  surpassed  the  100  employee  mark  and  continued  to  expand 
to  171  employees  in  1988  (ranking  it  highest  in  annual  average 
employment) .  The  industry  gained  7  establishments  and  75  employees 
over  the  1982  statistics,  nearly  all  in  lumber  production.   Annual 
average  wages  in  Manufacturing  were  $13,840  (real  wages  of  $11,371) 
which  ranked  7th  among  the  county's  industries.   Although  the 
employment  level  has  surpassed  that  of  the  late  1970 's,  real  annual 
average  wages  in  manufacturing  averaged  nearly  $12,000  through 
1978,  dropped  to  a  low  of  $6,805  in  1982,  and  have  increased  each 
year  but  have  not  yet  equaled  the  1976-1978  real  wage  level. 


TRANSPORTATION,  COMMUNICATION  &  PUBLIC  UTILITIES* 
Employment  in  the  TCPU*  industry  was  negligible  (3-4)  from  1976- 
1982.   In  1983,  the  county  gained  a  new  establishment  and  the 
industry  has  since  averaged  12  employees.   In  1988,  TCPU  ranked 
11th  in  annual  average  employment  (11  employees)  and  6th  in  annual 
average  wages  ($18,425).   Real  wages  (adjusted  for  inflation)  in 
1988  were  $15,138  and  the  industry  has  maintained  stable  real  wages 
since  increasing  employment  in  1983. 


WHOLESALE  TRADE 
Wholesale  trade  employed  7  in  1978  and  peaked  employment  in  1982 
with  18  employees.  It  dropped  to  9  employees  in  1983  following 
Lumber  production  and  Construction  lows  in  1982.  From  1984  through 
1988  it  stabilized  averaging  13  employees.  Wholesale  ranked  9th 
in  annual  average  employment  (12)  and  9th  in  annual  average  wages 
($12,322)  of  Granite  County  industries  in  1988.  Annual  average 
real  wages  have  increased  from  $4,505  (1978)  to  a  high  of  $10,441 
(1987)  and  leveled  off  at  $10,125  in  1988. 


RETAIL  TRADE 
Retail  employment  in  the  county  peaked  in  1978  at  131  and  the 
industry  averaged  120  employees  from  1976-1978.   Retail  employment 
dropped  to  about  100  employees  and  has  maintained  that  same  level 
from  1983-1988.  The  industry  did  jump  to  109  employees  in  1984  and 
in  1987  and  1988  a  trend  of  gradual  employment  increase  may  be 
developing.   Retail  averaged  108  employees  in  1988  (ranked  3rd  in 
annual  average  employment)  and  had  annual  average  wages  of  $  5,659 
(ranked  12th  or  last) .   Annual  average  real  wages  in  this  industry 
averaged  just  above  $5,000  per  year  from  1976-1985,  but  dropped 
below  that  margin  during  the  last  three  years  of  the  review  period. 
Average  annual  real  wages  in  1988  were  $4,649. 


FINANCE,  INSURANCE  &  REAL  ESTATE* 
FIRE*  employed  12  in  Granite  County  through  1979,  from  1980  through 
1988  the  number  of  employees  gradually  increased  to  16  (ranked 
8th).   During  the  late  1970 's  average  real  wages  in  this  industry 
increased  from  $13,320  per  year  (1976)  to  $15,999  per  year  (1979) 
and  remained  at  this  level  through  1981.   From  1982-1986,  real 
wages  maintained  a  median  annual  wage  of  $17,349.   Real  wages 
(adjusted  for  inflation)  in  1988  were  $15,468  per  year  as  compared 
to  annual  average  wages  (unadjusted)  of  $18,826  (ranked  5th  highest 
among  Granite's  industries). 


SERVICES 
Granite  County's  annual  average  employment  in  the  Services  industry 
declined  from  1976  (35  employees)  through  1981  (23  employees) . 
Rather  erratically,  it  has  regained  the  losses  and  in  1988  employed 
37  (ranked  6th  in  annual  average  employment) .  Annual  average  wages 
in  Services  were  $8,749  or  $7,189  in  real  wages  (ranked  10th). 
Median  real  wages  for  the  period  1976-1982  were  $5,307.   A  low  of 
$3,975  was  recorded  for  1983  and  the  industry's  real  wages  exceeded 
$6,000  per  year  in  1986  and  1987. 


GOVERNMENT 
Other  than  a  slight  drop  in  employment  during  1977-1978  Government 
has  maintained  the  same  number  of  employees  (233  in  1988)  over  the 
review  period.   In  1988,  Local  Government  employed  171  (ranked  1st, 
tied  with  Manufacturing) ,  State  Government  employed  21  (ranked 
7th)  ,  and  the  Federal  Government  had  41  employees  (ranked  5th  among 
the  county's  industries  for  annual  average  employment).   In  annual 
average  wages  the  Federal  Government  had  $22,648  (real  wages  of 
$18,608  and  ranking  2nd),  the  State  Government  averaged  $21,669 
(real  wages  of  $17,804  and  ranked  3rd),  and  Local  Government  was 
at  $13,210  (real  wages  of  $10,853  which  ranked  8th  in  the  county). 


UNEMPLOYMENT  AND  THE  LABOR  FORCE 
In  general,  the  unemployment  rate  in  Granite  County  has  been  about 
2.5%  higher  than  the  state  average.  There  are  exceptions  to  this; 
when  the  Lumber  industry  declined  (in  1982)  the  county's 
unemployment  rate  exceeded  the  average  by  more  than  3.5%,  and  when 
Mining  and  Construction  employment  fell  simultaneously  (in  1985) 
Granite's  unemployment  rate  peaked  at  nearly  13.0%  (more  than  5.0% 
higher  than  the  state  average) .  During  1987  and  1988  the  county 
increased  employment,  made  significant  gains  in  the  labor  force, 
and  dropped  its  unemployment  rate  to  8.2%  (within  1.5%  of  the  state 
average) .  Granite  County  has  increased  its  labor  force  from  about 
1,150  (1976)  to  1,386  (1988),  with  most  of  the  increase  occurring 
in  the  last  two  years  of  the  review  period  as  the  Lumber  and  Mining 
industries  increased  employment. 


NEW  BUSINESSES 
From  1986-1988  there  were  41  new  business  starts  (including  changes 
of  ownership)  in  Granite  County.   There  were  12  Services 
establishments,  9  Mining  establishments,  and  8  Manufacturing 
establishments  included  in  those  figures.   In  1988,  there  were  17 
new  business  starts,  an  increase  of  8  businesses  over  1987  which 
recorded  the  least  new  business  activity.   The  business  starts 
occurred  throughout  the  year  with  6  in  June  and  5  each  in  March  and 
November. 


POPULATION 
Since  the  1960  decennial  census,  the  population  of  Granite  County 
has  declined.   There  were  3,014  residents  in  1960  and  by  the  1980 
census  this  had  fallen  to  2,700.   Population  estimates  for  1988 
have  the  county  population  at  2,600.   In  1930,  Granite  County's 
population  was  3,013  which  represented  0.6%  of  the  total  state's 
population.   In  1980,  county  population  represented  only  0.3%  of 
the  state's  total  population.

Total  Unemployment  Insurance  payments  decreased  in  1987  (-$14,947) 
and  again  in  1988  (-$34,326),  representing  a  decrease  of  nearly  28% 
from  1986.  The  number  of  payments  were  reduced  by  7.9%  in  1987  and 
24%  in  1988  as  employment  in  the  county  increased.  The  average 
weekly  benefit  in  1988  was  $135.50,  up  $4.90  from  the  previous 
year.

The  population  of  Granite  County  varied  up  and  down  in  the  four 
decennial  censuses  from  1930  through  1960.  Peak  population  of 
3,401  residents  was  recorded  in  the  1940  census.  Since  1960,  the 
county  has  lost  an  estimated  414  residents.  As  the  Montana 
population  steadily  increased  from  1930-1986,  county  population 
declined.  In  the  late  1980 's,  as  Montana  population  dropped,  the 
county  population  is  estimated  to  have  decreased  at  an  equal  rate. 
Subsequently,  since  1940,  the  county  has  progressively  become  a 
smaller  percentage  of  the  state's  total  population. 
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POPULATION  BY  SEX  &  AGE 
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In  the  1980  census  Granite  County  population  was  composed  of  1,4  06 
males  (median  age  of  32.1  years)  and  1,294  females  (median  age  of 
33.4  years).  There  were  458  males  compared  to  411  females  at  age 
19  or  less.  In  the  50-54  age  group  the  women  outnumber  the  men  78 
to  49,  while  at  60-64  the  men  outnumber  the  women  101  to  61.  Women 
also  outnumber  the  men  at  age  65  and  older  205  to  181.
